Xho Cholera Truck-Its Line ot March La;t 
Year and up to This Time in 1871. 
(From fie British Medical Journal.) 

It is extremely important at this moment 
to trace the course of the Asiatic cbolerv 
during the last year, and to define its line of 
march up to this time. It is full of instruc- 
tion, ai d not without elements of protu se. 
l)r. Fauviil, one of the most competent author- 
ities, lias analyzed the Official documents, and 
his conclusions are worlb knowing. ^It was in 
1870 that the a arni was given at Constantino- 
ple^ the outbreak of cholera at. Taganrog on 
the Sea of Azof, mid at Iloslolf on the Don. 
Soon the principle cities of the Russian coast 
of the lilack Sea were attacked, in the course 
of the month of August — Kerich, lierdiansk. 
Theodosia, Odessa, and even Poti, whence the 
disease propagated itself into the interior of 
the Caucasian provinces. As usual, the rapid 
propagation along the Russian coast coincided 
with the errival, by steamship, of travelers 
starting from the iufecled points. There was 
no mistaking that it was an epidemic of Asiat- 
ic cholera coming from the interior of Russia 
with Hie movement produced by the transport 
of grain to the point of embarkation. This 
epidemic was otherwise remarkable for the 
slightncss of its intensity — that is, for the 
small number of attacks. At the end of Sep- 
tember it wiis everywhere on the decline, and 
subsequently died out along the coast. An 
important fact to be observed in regard to 
this epidemic is that — thanks to the meas- 
ures of quarantine enforced by the Otto- 
man sanitary authorities — the Turkish coatt 
wa3 completely sa*ed from the disease, 



in spite of the numerous arrivals from 
the infeeteil^ports. Thus, from the 2d of Au- 
gust to Ihe 12 1 st of September not fewer than 
seven bundled ships — among which were sev- 
eral having cholera on board — were submitted 
to quarantine at the moulh of the tiospborus. 
Whence did Ibis epidemic come I The first 
idea which occurs is thai Ibis was simply an 
extension of the malady which reigned at the 
commencement of the year in the province of 
Central Russia, and was propagated to.. the 
south with the commercial movement above 
mentioned. At Constantinople another opin- 
ion is entertained. They have the conviction, 
i based on documents the value of which is not 
yet ascertained by continental authorities, that 
this epidemic, and even that of the close of 
1889; was due to Persian imporiation. The 
disease is declared lo have broken out at Nijni 
Novgorod at the time of the fair, and with the 
arrival of the Persian merchants. This ques- 
tion is one which, as Dr. Fauval points out, is 
of great European importance. If, as I lie 
prevalent opinion runs, the actual epidemic be 
only a sequence ot the importation of IHCi, 
a recrudescence such as is often observed in 
imperfectly extinguished foci of disease, Ibis 
epidemic is distinguished from those winch 
precede it in its course of invasion, and would 
lend lo prow that cholera bus Fonnd in Russia 
conditions favorable to its genesis and acclima- 
tization. If, on tin: oilier band, the existing 
epidemic have for its origin a Persian impor- 
iation, it Fails then under ihe ordinary rule of 
epidemics of cholera due to a reimportation of 
the disease. This is a question which it be- 
hooves the sanitary administrators lo solve.

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THE ECUMENICAL COUNCIL. 
During the past wc k the Editor of the 
Yeoman was not able, owing to physical in- 
disposition, to atlenal to his editorial duties 
and consequently no reply was tnado in tl>p 
paper to the various articles in the Court r 
Journal in which allusion was made to it, di* 
rectly or indirectly, or which might feem 
o h«rwise to require notice at our hands 
Having resumed our duties, wo propose to 
notice as hriefly as possible some of the 
points which that paper lias made prom- 
inent in the course o' its extended editorials. 
In the first place, to tlinse who know the facts 
with regard to the Central Committee, the 
manner in which the Courier Journal seeks 
to arraign that body must be extremely amu - 
ing. It has been its custom for a longtime 
to speak of it as the ecumenical council, and 
to give the impression that its chief occii[a 
pation has been to make issues with the <dt 
tor of that paper. It is represented as hav 
ins tnado war upon him —read him out of the 
party — denounced him as a traitor btoauaa he 
accepted the ameadui -n;s, and altogether the* 
are described as a close corporal ion, from 
whose persecutions he has suffered and Irom 
whose hands he demands a vindication. 

In this he is altogether mistaken. Now, 
the fact is, the tX-ntial Committee, as a body, 
mr-ets but seldom, and then only for specific 
purposes, of which the public are generally 
apprised through the press, U'e believe we 
have been present at every meeting it has held 
since the Courier-Journal was organized as it 
is now, ami we do not believe we have ever 
known it to form the subject of its delibera- 
tions. Nor has it unleriaken to shape the 
policy of the Democratic party in Kentucky. 
Its business has been confined strictly to 
matters pertaining to party organization. 
The idea that it hasdevoted ilselltosuch mat- 
ters as the C iiiricr-J'Mirnal ch irtfea, is simply 
ridiculous. Nor is it in any sense the "King.'' 
which the Courier- Journal, in order to 
Strengthen its positi.ui of injured innocence, 
would have the people believe — a ring to gob- 
ble up offices and to dispense patronage. The 
Central Committee is composed of S'ven mem- 
bers, two only of whom are public officers. 
In no sense is it such a ring as it is offensive- 
lv pronounced, and wo have no fears that the 
Democratic party throughout the State will be 
misled by any such specious charge. It is 
governed by m such unanimity as is 
necessary tJ meet the conditions of tbo 
Courier-Journal's charge. Every question 
w licit comes I. •.'•oo it is discussed fully, 
and generally developes that healthy dif- 
ference o> opini >n and individual inde- 
pendence altogether at variance with the 
idea of a rin^. It is. h iwever, a common 
mode of at ack which all such bodies havo to 
endure. We have never known the time 
when there was not some one to speak oi the 
committee, however organized, as a clique or a 
ring, and we should not deem it worth wh le 
now to refer to it except that these assaults 
upon the committee, who are generally gen- 
tlemen in the private walks ol life, seem lo 
require some such slight vindication at our 
hands. The only two members of that body 
who lake active part in politics, or whose 
names ever appear in public in connection 
with political nutters, are Jujjfl Craddock 
and the Editor of the Yeoman. The former 
has been made tho special target for the 
Courier; Journal's arrows, liecatisu in occasion- 
al speeches he has uttered views in antago- 
nism to those advocated by that papct. For 
this, although but a private gentleman pursu- 
ing his prolesaion, and not taking part in the 
public discussions except at raro intervals, 
his name is almost in daily use in the columt.s 
of that paper, as one against whom its griev- 
ance is most sore, and whom it alternately 
compliments and abuses. As to oursel', 
when wo write, we do so as Editor oi the 
Yeoman, unless when our name is attached 
to some official action of the Central Commit- 
tee, as its Secretary, and then only is 
that body lesponsible for what is put forth 
by us. We write with the same freedom 
from all manner of dictation or advice from 
that body as any editor in the Stale, and 
sane that we sustain its official action, it has 
as little to do with the editorial conduct of 
the Yeoman as though it were a bundled 
in.les off, and we arc alone responsible for what 
appears in our paper. We make these state- 
ments to put a stop, if possible, by a plain 
statement, to tho wearisome tirades which ate 
strung out from day to day against the Cen- 
tral Committee or the ecumenical council 
or House of Bishops, as it is ta- 
variously and facetiously called, or 
at least to inform those who may have 
entertained a different idea. We learn that 
the Lexington Press had an article on 
the same subject, but 'ailed to seo it. Allu- 
sion is made to it i.i the Courier-Journal of 
yesterday, by which we gather that it spoke 
of tho ecumenical council as a myth, or a man 
of straw set up by the editor of the Courier- 
Journal for its own especial practice, just as 
in the case of its mythical IJourbon ; and so it 
is. It will bullet bravely with tbem, like 
7aUtaff with his men in buckram, and finally 
announce their death, but we want in advance 
to let those who admire the adroitness of the 
fenca to know that it is all a mere sham 
There is no ecumenical cjuncil about it. 



THE REVOLUTIONARY LEGISLATION OF 
THE RADICALS — EXTRACT FROM THE 
SPEECH OF HON. W. S- OROESBECK, AT 
STEUBEN VILLE, OHIO. 

But I will not dwell here, for I desire lo call 
your attention especially to the purposes of the 
Republican parly, as manifested in whet are 
known as the "Bayonet" and Ku-Klux laws. 

In article 1, section 4, of the Constitution, 
may be found this provision: "The limes, 
places, and manner of holding elections for 
Senators and Representative! shall he pre* 
st rihedjin each State by the Legislature thereof; 
but t tie Congress may at any time,' by iaw, 
make or niter such regulations, except as 
to places of choosing Senators." 

This provision excited warm opposition. It 
was claimed that sueh a superintending power 
in Congress was dangerous lo the liberties of 
the people, and to the proper exercise of their 
privilege in elections. On the other hand, it 
was claimed that the Stale might neglect this 
duty, or so perform it as to embarrass the Fed* 
eral Government. It was adopted wilh this in- 
terpretation : The Slates were in the first in- 
stance lo net, and Congress could protect the 
General Government aa/ainsl wronglul action 
by the States. Observe the language: The 
States shall prescribe the times, places, and 
manner of holding elections, but Congress 
may in ike or alter lueb regulations. It was 
urjjed at the time (hat Congress would not use 
this power improperly until it ceased to repre- 
sent the will of the people; and that if Con- 
gress were allowed to u*e it improperly, it 
would be because the people had conscntei to 
iheir own degradation. 

The Stales promptly framed their laws for 
the election of officers to represent them at 
home an I at Washington. They bestowed the 
same care in the election of both classes of 
officers, and, for convenience and economy, 
choose then all at one and the same election. 
This was the universal practice. They treated 
the General Government exactly as they treated 
themselves, and, never in a single instance, 
failed at the lime fixed to select their repre- 
sentatives for the General Government. In 
fact, they uniformly give more attention to the 
selection of those who were to represent them 
at Washington than to the choice of their 
home offi era. So it went on from the organ- 
ization of the Government to the year 1870, 
more than eighly years. We got along very 
well under this practice. There was no com- 
plaint, and no good cause fur complaint. Our 
electors have always deen distinguished as 
free, orderly, and exemplary. No parly during 
the eighty years that have p issed, proposed lo 



shall remain there till the work is finished, any

The United Slates Marshal shall, on like 
application of two citizens, appoint special 
deputies; and the Marshal and his deputies 
shall attend the polls, preserve order, keep the

All voting must be by ballot, any State law 
to tho contrary. 

Now, what need of thil law and what is its 
purpose? Observe: It is not a law for Ihe 
South. Don t sleep under that lullaby. His 
a law for the North ; Ihe cities arc in the 



locality. 

Let me again call your attention to the fact 
that a previous law made it criminal to deprive 
any person of any constitutional right. He 
who committed such an offense could be prose- 
cuted. The marshal, having at his command 
all the force he might need, could arrest him, 



North; there are five such in Ohio. The very \ and ample provision was made for his trial, 



large majority of such cilies is in the North. 
The wolf is at your own door. What h ive Ihey 
all done to subject them to this extraordinary 
interference .' This is a declaration by Con- 
gress that our elections have not been proper- 
ly conducted, or it is an attempt to seize 
them. 

What of our elections and how have Ihey 
been conducted during the eighty years of our 
national life ? I challenge a comparison wuh 
elections in any other country, or in any other 
period of history. In every excellence ours 
are unsurpassed. Notice, too, the character of 
the Slate laws lo regulate litem, They leave 
the utmost possible freedom to the people, and 
avoid all unnecessary show of force. Their 
very titles are significant. They are laws to 
regulate elections, and preserve iheir purity. 
This could, with propriety, be entitled a law lo 
punish crimes. It is lull of threalenings, and 
subordinates civil to military power. Kverv 
section declares a crime and affixes a heavy 
penally. Il plainly says the people are not to 
be trusted. They niusl be watched and all 
their conduct scrutinized. Power is o<tenti- 
terforu with the Slates in the management I tiously paraded, and the election must be car- 



of iheir elections. Such a proposition would 
have been received with universal Indignation. 
Last year, for the first time in our history, the 
present administration began to legislate on 
ibis subject. It passed two laws. The first 
provides that all citizens shall vote, w ithout 
distinction of race or color ; it imposes penalties 
upon Statu officers who shall discriminate 
against voters, and up in all who shall hinder 
i person in the exercise of this right. Il re- 
quires district attorneys, marshals, deputy 
marshals, commissioners appointed by Ihe 
courts, and every one empowered by Ihe Presi- 
itleni, to sue for all violations of the law, 4c. 
The commissioners m ly lie increased, and may 
themselves appoint assistants, who are author- 
ized lo summon the by-stauders lo assist them, 
and to call for land and naval forces, 4c. 
Another section empowers (he President lo 
employ the I. nut and nav.tl forces in executing 
process, 4c. It imposes severe pen lilies, and 
with great particularity multiplies crimes 
through many sections. 

The second law is an act lo amend the nat- 
uralization laws, and for other purposes. 

It punishes a false oath, and fraud gener- 
ally in ihe proceedings lor naturalization, 
lint this part of the law is mere sham. Its 
'rue purpose is disclosed iu seel ions 5 and 0. 
I beg you lo notice them. 
'Section 5 provides thai in any city of more 
• b in twenty thousand iubibilauis, it sh all be 
the du'y of the jud^e of that circuit, o i the 
application of any two citizens, to appoint for 
each voting precinct in such city two citizens, 
woo are to attend al all times and nlaces for 
holding elections when a Congri'ssman is to be 
chosen, to challenge any vote offered ; to count 
the voles; to slay with the ballot-box from the 
time the polls are opened unt I the votes are 
counted, 4c. 

Section 6 provides that in any such city the 
Doited Slates Marsaal of that district m ay up 
jioinl as many deputies as may be neaosaary la 
preserve ordi-r, 4c; and sueh deputies ar, 
authorised to preserve order, keep the peace, 
make arrests, 4c. 

The first l aw professes lo be an feet a par; 
of whose object is lo enforce the Kiftea nll 
Amendment. The second law niakes no refer 
ence lo Unit a mend men t. It is an net to am .'lid 
the naturalisation laws, and lo regulate elec- 
tions iu nil cities having more than twenty 
thousand inhabitants. 

Under these laws United Stales troops wen 
stationed last tail in the cities of New York 
and Philadelphia, lo control their election-. Ii 
was done without consent, without any previ- 
ous consultation with Hie Slates ol New Vorl. 
ami Pajnosy.raola, and without any desir* 
having been expressed by the a ithairilies o 
either Stale th at il might be done. The Gov. 
ernors of those States denounced it in the 
strongest terms, ns an unnecessary and mo-' 
dangerous domination of iheir elections. And 
so it was. They coaild not denounce such ar 
act loo slrongly. The United Slates Govern 
menl, wilh no show of courtesy, claimed tin 
right to supervise the elections. In New 
Yurk a large number of deputies were ap- 
pointed — many of them bad men; somo o 
them convicted criminals. Sueh men wen 
made conserv itors of the peace, under inslruc 
tions to allow no interference by Slate authori- 
ties. By the President's order United Stale- 
troops were brought Irom distant points ami 
Stationed ia: the city. United Slates ships o 
war dropped their anchors in her harbor. 
About two thousand deputy marshals were ap 
pointed, and arma-d with navy revolvers, wain 
in belts bearing the designation of the Federa 
armories. They stooal at the polls, claiming 
supreme authority over Ihe eleclion. It avns a 
niaist unprecedented and unnecessary intrusion ; 
a most dangerous interference, whose tendeney, I 
if not purpose, was to disturb the peace aud | 
freedom of the election, anal, it may be. break 
it up in the midsi ol tumult and bloodshed. 
We thank those Governors fair their manly pro- 
test against this outrage, am) we thank llii-m 

for >he rebuke they administered to all engaged 
in it, by their forbearance under such provoca- 
tion mid insult. 

Rail this law was put aside on the 2Sth ol 
February last, to give place to a stronger one. 
On that day another law was passa-d. very full 
and specific iu its provisions. Il is now iu 
force. 

It provides that each circuit court shall np. 
point, on or helure May, 1870, from the cir- 
cuit court commissioners, a chief supervisor of 
elections in Ihe district for which he is com- 
missioner. In any cily or town of more than 
twenty thousand inhabitants, whenever any 
two citizens shall make known Iheir desire lo 
have any election at w hich a Federal officer is 
to be chosen, guarded ami scrutinized, the judge 
shall open his court and appoint for each voting 
precinct for which such an application has 
been made, two citizens of different nolitical 
parties, who shall be special supervisors of 
that eleclion; these supervisors shall attend 
the election ; count the votes; challenge any 
whose qualifications they doubt; remain witii 
the ballot-box from the opening of the polls 
till the votes are counted; personally inspect 
and scrutinize the manner in which the voting 
is done, and how the poll-books are made and 
kept. They shall personally scrutinize, count, 
and canvass each and every ballot, am) make 
and send to the chief supervisor such return as 
he may require, and attach to any return, 
though made tinder State or municpiul law. 
any statement touching the fairness of t lie elec. 
tion. 

The supervisors, or either of them, shall 
lake and keep in such position, before or be- 
hind the ballot-box, as tbey may think be.-t, 
to enable them to see each person offering lo 
vote and to scrutinize the manner of voting. 
At the close of the polls they are lo take such 
position about* the ballot-box as ihey may 
think necessary for canvassing the votes, and 



ried on under ils frown ami by its permission. 
It makes large preparation beforehand; has ils 
military in hand, and siaiious ils fotves at the 
polls in the first instance, uud before they are 
needed. 

What is eleclion day ? Emphatically the 
people's day ; the sacred day of the freeman; 
ihe day wha n he uses his highest privilege; 
tho day of peace belairr all other d ays ; Ih • 
day when the citizen should be most respected ; 
the day when officers are made and Unmade, 
ami when all of them, especially military offi- 
cers, should withdraw and keep out of sight ; 
the day when Individual sovereignly appears 
visible and m ikes known its will ; Ihe d ay set 
apart for its greatest duty. If Ihe lime shall 
ever come when the people are not intelligent, 
and virtuous aaatl gaaod enough to perform ils 
duly, except under these oversees an. I super- 
visor*, they are no longer fit for self-govern- 
ment, How d.arc this administration parade 
ils military on thai day anil make Ibis great 
show of force. Toil legislation is an insult to 
all the cities of the laud. It was intended as 
a means lo awe the voter, to dominate our 
elect ions a ml force them lo do t he will of a pa, ly. 
Tuey must guard aid scrutinize the manlier of 
conducting ihe election ; ihey miuai I is lion 
themselves belore or behind the ballot-box. and 
and just where they can host see each person 
i- tiering lo vote. 1 quote Ihe law. Tha-y must 
watch him. lluw pleasant this will be lor us 
all, when Ihey gel the taw iu full operation. 
How respectful ! They must preserve order. 
Go up to Ihe polls hereafter quietly ami meek- 
ly ; don t bo noisy ; not too much Ireealom. 
ThaTe arc eyes Watching you, and bayonets 
surround you. Any two citizens may bring 
all Ibis upon US, any two mean, mischievous, 



condemnation, ami punishment. All that, you 
will notice, is a judicial proceeding, and right 
and proper. Hut the case here provided lair is 
not u judicial proceeding; il is war. Il is nut 
Ihe marshal and his posse m aking an arrest 
under a warrant. There is no process in It, 
and no court. It is the Couiniamlcr-in Chief, 
at the head of bis army, entering Ihe State, 
not to make an arrest, but to cut alown and 
slay. I repeat It, it is war. The Slate Gov- 
ernment is pushed aside ; the courts are shui, 
they are not w anted ; Ihe writ of habeas ccr/itu 
is suspended, ami the Federal Government takes 
absolute and supreme command. 

Naver before to day could Ihe Federal Gov- 
ernment march its tannics into a State, on ac- 
count of any disturbance confined within that 
Slate, unless invited todoso. Now it may do 
so no its own motion. _As Senator Tliurnian 
well says, the whole milter is left lo the judg- 
ment of a single man. He alone may deciah-, 
without any appeal from his judgment, whether 
there is nn insurrection., or alome-tic violence, 
or any unlawful combination He alone ale- 
ciales Whether it works a desprivation of any 
right. He alone decides whether the State is 
unable or fails to afford protection. He alone 
forms Ihe judgment ami then executes il by 
sueh measures as he chooses lo adopt. He is 
both judge and executioner. Behold a alcspol. 
When is the Stale T Under his heel. Where 
is that great writ upon which we all depend 
for our personal liberty ? In his hand. How 
came it there ? The people never put it there. 
How carefully they havo Iried to guard it. 

" It never shall be suspended, unless when in 
cases of rebellion or invasion lo public safety 
may require it;'' and even then il is trusted 

not to the onc-m.in power, hot to Congress, one 
of wliosedulies is to watch l l j is one-man power. 
How came il in his hand ? We are al peace 
with every nation on the earth, ami not so mutth 
as one solitary being in all our finals stands 
in arm* against any authority, Federal airSlale. 

My friends. I his is not a temporary law, nor 
is it confined in lis application lai any particu- 
lar locality. Il stands as our permanent pol- 
icy and applies over the whole nation. It ap- 
plies to Obio, loall the Western, ami Northern, 
ami K islet n States, as well us lo the Southern 
Slates. From this day each and all of Ihain 
are exposed to -this military invasion; from 
this day I tie writ of habeas corpus may be sus- 
peudeal against your liberties .anal mine, at the 
will of one man. One man decide! I lie whole 
case, and he who makes tho decision executes 
il according to his owu pleasure. To put the 
mailer in the mildest avords, we make a perma- 
nent alespot over us all to correct a temporary 
and local evil. Il may be a riotous online. ik i a 
a mere township. That is enough; a cose is 
mad • f ar t lie President, mid this extraordiuaiy 
power is let loose against us. The Slale may 
differ with the President; it may deny that 
there is a case for his interference; and if there

peace? Not a word in it about the State keep- wlial the Slate may think or wish? It is no 



mg order or helping to keep t lie peace; no plan 
or even suggestion of harmonious cu operation, 
but exclusive control asserted and taken by the 
Federal Go .eminent. It degrades the Stale as 
unlit to conduct these proceedings, and it in- 
sults the people as unlit lo be trusted; and all 
this, loo, when not bin/ had occurreal lo excite 
alarm or justily litis interference. 

And who are these officers having this ex- 
traoi altaiary couiinanal over us on this greal day 
of privilege? Men not of our choice — irri- 
sponsiblc men, special deputies picked up by a 
marshal, who give no bond, ami are yet au- 
thorized lo do aboul what they please. The 
law nowhere imposes a penalty upon them; 
the law nowhere even admonishes them. It 
bristles with ihrei.ts against the people; it does 
nol contain one for their masters. 

Jn the language of Slory, when the people 
submit to such legislation they h ive consented 
to their own degradation. Agitate lor ils re- 
leal ; stall the hue and cry upon It; pursue it 
until you have slain it. us you ivutiiil slay u 
ahuigerous heasl upon the highway. Kcsisi lis 
execution by every lawful means. If an arrest 
is made upon it, sue out a writ of habea* cor- 
pus ; if a thousand arrests are made, sue oul a 
ihousaml writs. Deal with il us the fugitive 
stave law was alcall with ; give il no real. 

There is ono other law of this administra- 
tion I desire to notice. Il is what is termed 
the Ku-Klux law. 

Iu the act of May, 18T0, to which I have re- 
ferred, Congress has legislated to enforce the 
Fourteenth Ameiialmcut, by providing that if 
two or more persons conspired lo injure or 
threaten any citizen in order to prevent his free 
exercise of any right granted by ihe Constitu- 
tion, they should be guilty of a felony, and, 
upon conviction, could be imprisoned not mure 
than ten years, and lined as much its five thou- 



loiiger lit lo keep the peace within lis own 
borders. It is Silenced, and the w hole matter 
is wilh the President. But, we me lold, the 
President will not abase this exlriordiiiary 
power, Who knows that? 

Again they tell us we can trust him. A fice 
people trusts nobody with such poweis. 1 can 
point you lo long reigns of dcspois during 
which the peace ut ihe nation was uualislurhcd, 
and all ri^'hls were respected anal enjoyed. 
The sword of absolute power lay, all Ihe while, 
at tile banal of t lie ruler, anal was not once lifted, 
Uu I w hat pa-opic, jealous for their liberties and 
safety, would place it there? 

How violent, and dangerous, nnd uunece-sa. 
ry is*ihis legislation. The war is over, but ils 
spirit is still upon us. The swotd is ev. ry- 
where — in from of us, to Ihe right of us, to the 
left of us. on all sides and iu all measures, all 
is fast becoming the daily remedy for private 
wrongs. Toe ami-fashioned ways of keeping 
the peace willi civil officers, chosen by our- 
selves Irom among our neighbors are dying out, 
and the practices of despolisui are taking Iheir 
places. 

I admit there is disorder and bail adminis- 
tration in the Slates recently in rebellion. This 
should be corrected, anal all rights of every 
inhabitant ol the laud should be enforced and 
respected. But there is ii better remedy fur 
these evils than the sword, and before We use 
that, lei us at least try the other; and, what- 
ever we do, be sure that we do not violate the 
Constitution, lint what else than disorder and 
bad administration could be hoped for? Laiok 
al the condition of those Slates. A large pail 
of Iheir population but yesterday were slaves ; 
to-day tbey are rulers. Nor is this all. The 
Fourteenth Amendment provides that uo per- 
son shall bold office who, having previously, 
as an officer of any kind, taken an oalh to sup- 



commented upon every where and those respon- 
sible for it are held up for public condemna- 
tion. This is right. But have we nothing to 
say of this mi-management over nearly one 
third of the Union, and have we no condemna- 
tion for the policy that has brought upon these 
States, in a lime of trial and distress, this 
heavy calamity ? No wonder there isdisorder, 
dissatisfaction, fault-finding, ami bad feeling 
iu those State. Such administration must pro- 
duce them. These Slates had always been 
well and economically administered; now 
there are probably no communities on the 
earth whose affairs arc So badly managed. 
Those who are known to be competent are for- 
bidden to participate: those who are known 
lo be iucompelent are inviteal lo participate. 
This is Radical policy for nearly one third of 
our Union, in the seventh year of our pence. 
It is cruel, inexcusable, and disgraceful. We 
are askeal why don't the educated, experienced 
anal influential citizens of these Stales bring 
about a better condition ? How can they? Are 
the laws bail? They are not allowed lo lake pari 
iu making them. Is jus. ice paiorly and iulair- 
ly administered ? They are not allowed lo par- 
t ia i pate in administering it. The wisest nnd 
b-st of them may not be even a justice of the 
peace in his own township, however the peo- 
ple may desire it. Is there disorder and dis- 
turbances? Not one of them can be a sheriff 
or constable. The responsibility is not wilh 
them; il is wholly wilh the parly in power. 
Anal how do they propose to meet il? With 
this miserable legislation lo which I have re- 
ferred — with force, domination, subjugation, 
and with nothing else, Now, what is ihe 
remedy for these evils. Not the bayonet. 
That is the despot s remedy, ihe world ov»r 
The remedy is amnesty. That is the sure and 
only remedy. Vengeance in only destructive ; 
it cures and resiores nothing. What is 
amnesty? It is oblivion of the past) and 
restoration to full citizenship, with all 
ils privileges. Amnesty is kindness, nnd kind- 
ness is wisdon, and always the best statesman- 
ship. I make no plea for these people. 1 am 
not their representative to do any such thing. 
Tney would not allow me to supplicate for 
them. They are descendants of heroes in our 
revolution — of great anal honored statesmen in 
our past. Their ancestors are as good as your 
ancestors, and dial as much to secure the liberty 
you enjoy ns yours did. Tbey themselves, 
prior to the recent war, serveal the country as 
faithfully as you did, fought for it as bravely, 
and were never backward or deficient in any 
set vice. They are in no respect your inferiors; 
they are your equals, manly as you are, proud 
as you are, gifteai anal intelligent as you are. 
Would you have them less ? Would you have 
them on their knees to you? Bull have no 
authority to plead fair them, nor have I sought 
to represent them in what I have Said. 

I plead for Ihe preservation ol this Union as 
a limited government. 1 plead for Ihe Stale 
as our home government. 1 pleaal for the accus- 
tomed freedom of our elections, anal that they 
may not be Spoilasdby military supervision. 1 
plead for the sanctity ami inviolabilily of that 
great writ which alone secaires our aliily per- 
sonal liberty. The war is ended, and we have 
entered the seventh yearof peace I plead lor 
t Ii c ipiritof peace and confidence anal good w ill 
in all our public conduct. The hand out- 
stretched in Irieudty salutation is a belter peace- 
mtker than the shut hand uplifted to strike. 
» * e-e a * # a a 

Our Federal Government and our Stale Gov- 
ernments, unalaT the Constitution, make lo- 
get lo r one complex system. Kach is limited, 
and neither complete enough lo do all we need 
to have done. The Federal Government is to 
have the charge of interest! that are common 
to all ; the Slate Government of interests that 
are special, each Slate taking charge of its own 
interests. The Stale sha I nail do the work of 
Ihe Federal Government; the Federal Govern- 
ment shall not do the work of the State. Each 
is supremo within the limits of ils powers, and 
the people are supreme over both. We Worship 
neither, for Ihey are ihe work el'ourown bands, 
and made to serve us. We hear, on Ihe one 
hand, that the Slates owe their lite to ihe Fed- 
eral t! ivcrnmi-nt, anal, am the other banal, that 
the Federal Government owi-s ils life to Ihe 
Stales. This is taking on high heirs. Iu the 
presence of Ihe people, ihey are both as clay in 
the hands of the poller, anil, in Ihe truest 
sense, neither made the other. Tbo people 
made both. 

What dial the people mean when they mule 
the State; or. rather; what is meant by Ihe 
sovereignty of the Stale? It is meant that 
tlie Slale has exclusive authority ami power 
ti manage its own itilernal powers. Nothing 
more lhan this, but nothing less. In homely 
phrase; the doctrine is this : Kacb of these 
organizations shall mind its own business, 
anal neither meddle with that of the other. 
This is as sound a doctrine lor our govern- 
ments as lor our individual daily life. This is 
Ihe doctrine which makes free men anal free 
communities, ami which underlies all our po- 
litical Institutions, even lo Ihe most insignifi- 
cant. The Constitution of Ihe United States 

acknowledge! it; every State Constitution is 
full of it, and every county, township, ami cily 
throughout our w ide laud is daily practicing 
upon it. It started tar back with our colonial 
ancestors; they grew and strengthened with 



not enough. We tried it and it failed. We 
needed a more perfect Union than mere feder- 
ation, and we made such a Union, nnd it has 
not tailed. I rejoice in it; in ils history, its 
achievements, its successes and ils example. 
There is no belter government. It needs no 
eulogy; its fame fills the earth. We should 
be proud of it ; proud of our cilizenship in it, 
anal Ihe duly is upon all to support and pre- 
serve it. But let us nol forgot the State. Our 
homes are in the Slate, not in the Union. 
They are, as it were, our family governments ; 
we are in daily companionship wilh them ■ 
Ihey are very near to us, and we should cher- 
ish Ihenj wilh ihe leuderest nffecliou. Two 
years ago I was on the sea, reluming to this 
country. It was very pleasant to realize that 
I was coming this way, and 1 longed to touch 
Ihe shore, anal thought 1 should then bo home. 
But 1 was mistaken ; I was slill journeying 
and did not feel Hint I had reached hom'e till 
I entered that smaller but more familiar sov- 
ereignly, the Slale of Ohio. Love the State • 
preserve Ihe Slate. And il shall be preserved' 
anal the judgment of the people shall again be 
heard, declaring that tho Federal Government 
shall have Ihe charge of our general concerns, 
ami no more, and that the Slate Governments 
shall have the charge of our local concerns; 
each of ils own.

Such was t he political condition of these 
States. Meanwhile the administration al 

Washington began to be unpopular. 1 make 
bold to say that Ihe people of Ihe United 
Stales, at Ihe time this l aw was gotten up, weic 
complaining more of the conduct of Ihe ad- 
ministration than of the conduct of these Stales. 
I don't care to particularize. It is enough to 
say that the administration was severely and 
justly crjticizeal for ils tone, its practices, and 
its measures, and there were threatening divis- 
ions in its own ranks. You remember the 
Sumner affair, and how the people regarded it. 
You well remember the San Domingo affair; 
in some respects the most extraordinary iu our 
history. How would Andrew Johnson have 
come out of his impeachment if they bad bad 
such a case upon him? Iu this condition of 
public sentiment, Slate elections were approach- 
ing, aud if adverse or condemnatory they 
would endanger Ihe continuance of Radical 
ascendency. Tbey set about to prepare for 
these elecliops. Tbey thought Ihey had a sure 
ami easy way lo success. They Would agiin 
make the light upon the obi issues — again talk 
aboul the war and the rebellion — again t hai je 



tbey are forbidden to hoid office under the 
United States, and even iu theirown States. As 
a consequence, the administration of nil these 
States, nearly one third of the Union, is hand- 
ed over to those who arc without education or 
experience, and to strangers from the North, 
who, in the majority of instances, had failed at 
home, anal were regarded as unworthy of any 
responsible trust. We arc nol requireal lo spec- 
ulate about the results of such a policy; we 
have Ihem befote ih. The last Legislature of 
South Carolina consisted of about eighly mem- 
bers. Fifty of them could neither read or 
write. About the same story may be told 
of very many in office in ihe other States. 
Take some results: Since the Radical rccon- 
slrua tion of those States, the debt of South 
Carolina has swollen from $6,000,000 to $13,- 
000,000 ; of Georgia, from $ti,000,000 to $20,. 
000,000; of Florida, from half a million to 
£ I J. ,000,000. Senator Thurman reports her 
entire tax d.iplicate at $16,000,000. I hardly 
alarc tUute the estimated increase of the debt 
of other Slates. It is enormous. The total 
increase of it e debt of these States is esti- 
mated at mote than $luo,uoo,o00, and the 
Stales have little or nothing to show for it. 
It has been sqaui.de ed, w.isteal and stolen. 
We hear a great de. 1 about mismanagement in 
a single locality, the cily of New York. It is 



il; they cherished il ; Ihey fought for it— ^^Ollgl 1 ioglieiiy 

fought seven years lor it ; they triumphed 
with it, and laid the fou nda tions of these 
governments upon it. We, too, will cherish 
it; we will light for it ; we will triumph wilh 
it, and the parly that violates it shall be ground 
into dust. 

Let us ever cherish the Slate. It is our 
home government, at our very door. It i iln- 
cated us iu our childhooal and has watched 
over us during all our lives. It guards us by 
day uud by night — our lives, our liberties, our 
reputations, our persons and our property. It 
is our exclusive handiwork, and we make its 
laws and exea utc them. We are the best judges 
of what concerns ourselves, and lorotigh it we 
manage all thai concerns ourselves. It trains 
ns to activity ; leaches us to self-reliance, and 
niakes us vigilant, and develops us inlosturdy, 
bobl, anal indepentent citizens. We strengthen 
under these constant anat daily exercises, and 
learn, more ami more, to appreciate the privi- 
leges of freemen and the blessings of self-gov- 
ernment. Take home sovereignly out of the 
Stale and its vitality is gone. Centralise this 
sovereignly at Washington, aud we are trans- 
ferred to a distant, outside authority. No 
longer governing ourselves, we must be gov- 
erneil. Dependent upon Washintain, we soon 
lai>c our self-dependence, and relieved of re- 
sponsibility, we sink into imlolence ami indif- 
ference. The earnest, manly citizen who once 
participated iu public affairs, and found his 
chief interest in them, degenerates into a mere 
subject, whose whole duly is to obey law and 
whose only desire is to be amused iu his idle 
ness. This is loiiic; this is history. Moreover, 
centralization of power is fatal lo tepubliean 
government where the territory is vast and the 
population large. Such is our case. Uur do- 
main is a continent, and our population large 
and rapidly increasing. But under Ihe wise 
ami beautiful system of our fathers I sec no 
great peril in this, for thil system allows of in- 
definite increase of population, and indefinite 
expansion of territory without necessarily 
weakening the ties of the Union. Divide the 
population intoconveuienl communities and dis- 
tribute localized sovereignty among them, as is 
done in our Slate system, and the dange"r is 
greaily lessened, if not entirely removed. 
There is just as much vitality in the outermost 
Slates ol our vast circle as those that lie near- 
est to the Nation Capital. California, on the 
far-olf Pacific, is as well situated, tinder the nr- 
ragement, as Maryland, that abuls upon the 
District of Columbia. The forces that prepare 
anal ipialify ihe citizen for republican govern- 
ment are tbe same in all localities, and no 
stronger in one lhan another. Where a Sla'.c 
is, there is home sovereignty ; and where 
there is home sovereignly there yon have a 
vigorous, self-reliant and tree people. 

I must believe, ami I shall hope to the last 
that the people of the United Stales will nev- 
er consent lo tbe destruction of the Slate as- 
our fathers made it, or thai it shall be weak- 
ened or redin:ed to a mere dependency or sa- 
trapy of the General Government. The Slate 
has the safe keeping of our dearest rights, 
even of our liberties; and if the keeper be 
slain, our liberties will be stolen. I yielal lo 
uo one in love of (he Union. It is inalispens- 
ble for us. Mere lideration of the States is
